THE CAPRICIOUS INTERVENTION OF FRANCE 
IN NAPLES. 
Wuarever be the true interpretation to be put on the French 
intervention at Gaeta, itis in any case a reckless and un- 
worthy act. It can have no result but one,—to increase the 
cost of the sacrifice which the siege of Gaeta will’ cause 
probably both to besiegers and besieged. We are assured 
by the Morning Post of yesterday that the French Govern- 
ment represent it ‘‘as simply an isolated act intended as a 


|| “ personal kindness to spare the King of Naples the painful 


“ necessity of surrendering as a prisoner to his own sub- 
“ jects,” and that therefore it ‘‘is not to be considered to in- 
“ dicate any departure from the policy ofnon-intervention which 
“the Government of the Emperor of the French has hitherto 
“so wisely and honourably observed in Southern Italy.”’ We 
trust this is the true explanation. It is certainly difficult to 


| assign any intelligible reason for such a policy, and this is 
}| perhaps as good as any other unintelligible reason, But it is 


unintelligible. The practical effect of preventing Admiral 
Persano from bombarding Gaeta will probably be to prolong 
indefinitely the siege of that almost invincible fortress. The 
siege from the land side alone will certainly be difficult, and 
ifthe object ofthe French move be merely to secure the unfortu- 
nate Francis [1. from the necessity of surrendering himself to his 
rival, a safe conduct for the ex-King and his suite might have 
been procured from Sardinia by the influence of France, and 
placed in the ex-King’s hands to be used whenever he might 


|| consider his cause really lost, without this unjustifiable in- 


terruption of the necessary military operations of the siege. 
Gaeta is far stronger than Capua,—and till it has surren- 
dered, it is exceedingly probable that even Capua will hold 
out. Blood enough has been shed fruitlessly already, and 
all Europe is eager for the natural termination of the Italian 
Tevolution and the quiet inauguration of Victor Emanuel’s 
reign. Ifthe Emperor of the French really wishes, as the 
Constitutionnel gives out, to be regarded as the “ Moderator” 
of the Italian revolution, he could not do worse than delay 
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the issue now so near. Every hour added to the struggle 
adds to the bitter memories of civil war; and while the 
French squadron practically defends Gaeta from the sea, and 
so sets all the garrison at liberty to combine their ener- 
gies against their assailants on the land side, it must tend 
to prolong the civil war war by many painful days or even 
weeks. 


We have written on the supposition that the only motive,— 
if it can be called so,—of this inexplicable attitude of the French 
Government, is that which the Morning Post assigns. As 
the explanation no doubt comes from the highest authority 
on French policy in this country, we are inclined to hope that 
it is entitled to credit. The dealings of France, however, 
with the Italian question have been so variable, and at times 
so threatening, that we are compelled to admit the possibility 
that some capricious move may still be intended,—some at- 
tempt to exhibit Italy as still completely at the mercy of 
France, and to gain the reputation of forbearance, if not avy- 
thing more, by the policy she dictates. We cannot forget 
that only a few weeks ago the Duke de Gramont either was, 
or is supposed to have been, empowered positively to assure 
General Lamoriciere that any invasion of the Roman States 
by the Sardinian army would be forcibly resisted by France. 
The cfficial journal of Rome prints the following despatch to 
General Lamoriciere as received by the latter on the 16th 
September :— 

The Emperor has written from Marseilles to the King of Sar- 
dinia to inform him that, if. the Piedmontese troops should enter 
the Pontifical territory, he will be obliged to oppose them; orders 
are already given for the embarkation of troops at Toulon, and 
they will be sent forward without delay. The Government of the 
Emperor will not tolerate the unjustifiable aggression of the Go- 
vernment of Sardinia. As Vice-Consul of France you will regu- 
late your proceedings. accordingly. (Signed) GRAMONT. 

As eventually the Emperor did not oppose the entry of 
the Piedmontese, it may be, if this despatch is genuine, 
either that he had not made up his mind but wished the 
Duke de Gramout to write as if he had made up his mind, 
in order to prevent the Piedmontese move, or that he used 
the Duke de Gramont as a mere instrument to blind the 
Pontifical Government to the real wishes and intentions of 
France. But the actual adoption of the step in the case of 
Naples, which was only talked about in the case of the 
Roman States, cannot but throw some doubt over the theory 
that the Emperor has all along secretly supported Piedmont 
and intended to promote her ultimate triumph. 


At all events, the movement is sufficiently equivocal to 
render it the duty of the English Press to speak out very 
strongly the conviction—we think we may say tbe determi- 
nation—of the English people on this subject; and we do 
not hesitate to affirm that they are resolved, if needful, 
to secure for Italy full liberty to decide her own destiny as 
against the intervention of any non-Italian Power. Should 
the intervention of France at Gaeta prove to have,—as we 
trust and think it will not,—any serious meaning, it cannot 
but result in a complete breach between England and France, 
in a quarrel which can scarcely fail to have serious con- 
sequences. 

There is no question of foreign policy in which the popalar 
mind of England has taken so deep an interest since the peace 
of 1815, as the Italian revolution. Englishmen looked on 


A 
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coldly at first only because they saw that France was initiating : 
the movement, and dreaded that it would end not io a free | 
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Italy, but in the substitution cf French for Austrian rule, 
Their fall sympathy was gained only when the French arms 
| were withdrawn. It steadily grew as province after province 
| evinced the moderation, the firmness, the political self-re- 
| straint which was needful to counteract the policy of the 
Villafranca treaty. The noble  self-forgetfulness of 
Tuscany, the steady pertinacity of Parma, Modena, 
and the Romagna filled the English people with trust and 
admiration. From the day when France claimed her reward 
in the despoiled provinces of Savoy and Nice, England learned 
to regard her part in the revolution not merely with suspi- 
| cion, but with profound jealousy and dislike. At the same 
| time the adventurous mission of Garibaldi deepened our 
political sympathy with Italy into one «f unusual vigour. 
When his handful of troops drove before them the well- 
disciplined armies of Naples, we axvcertained with absolute cer- 
tainly that the Scuth of Italy was not less unanimous in its 
| eagerness to be rid of its native tyrants thav the North, of 
Austrian dictation. From that time up to the entry of 
Victor Emanuel, in whose name all the marvels had been 
| done, into the Roman and Neapolitan States, England has 
| given her heart more and more to this great cause, and averted 
| it with more and more decisive disapprobation from the ruler 
who fought, ostensibly for ideas, and really, for slices of Italian 
territory. And nothing would exasperate England more than to 
see the Italian movement defeated ly the artificial interven- 
tion of a foreign roler. No Government in England could 
long stand, that should tamely permit such an intervention,

THE PRACTICAL DIFFICULTY OF FRAMING A 
TARIFF LIKE THE FRENCH, AND THE INEX- 
PEDIENCY OF ATTEMPTING TO DO SO. 


We can hardly imagine a more laborious ard in some 
respects a more thankless task than the adjustment of the 
| new French Tariff. The number of details which it involves, 
the number of interests to be considered, the nuwber of 
persons to be seen respecting it, entail of necessity many a 
long hour of wearying and harassing labour. And this is 
hardly the worst. The attempt is a choice of difficulties. 
Whichever course is adopted, by far the greater part of 
| the necessary decisions will be found fault with—will 
be criticised by critics who probably only understand one- 
half of the case—who probably comprehend the defects of 
the plan to which they are objecting, but are almost certain to 
| be quite ignorant of the defects attaching to all other plans. 
The object of the French Tariff, as far as it respects Eng- 
land, is to raise a revenue, partly for the sake of revenue, 
and partly also fur the sake of protection from a very mis- 
cellaneous list of articles,—some of them, as coal and iron, 
being raw materials, but most of them being manufactured 
articles in some stage or other, either raw materials par- 
tially wrought, or finished goods suitable to the consumer. 
Now there are obvious difficulties in raising such a revenue. 
What is the duty to be? It must be a fixed sum per some- 
thing, but what is that something to be in a crowd of miscel- 
| laneous articles? A duty on a raw material is usually, in 
| comparison, a clear fiscal expedient : we know on what it is 
| to be levied ; but manufactures as various as the uses for 
which they were made, are as innumerable, as changing 
| as the wants of man, and by the unalterable nature of things 
| there is an inevitable difficulty in fixing the mode in which 
| a fixed and practicable assessment is to be made of such un- 
| certain, varying, and complicated materials. 
| We shall’ see this difficulty more distinctly by looking at 
| the only two plans which have ever been proposed for meet- 
| ing it. 
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One of these is the system of ad valorem duties,—

obviously one great advantage when a duty is levied for the 
sake of protection. It equalises to some extent the amount |} 
of that protection in different cases, and with some ap- 
pearance of fairness. A uniform duty on the price of a dear 
article and the price of a cheap one is a large protection to 
the producer of the cheap article, and a comparatively | 
slight protection to the producer of the dear one. But 
10 per cent. on the price of the dear article and 10 per 
cent. on the price of the cheap one gives probably, and in the 
run of cases, the same amount of protection to the producer: 
But, unfortunately, the value of many things 
is avery disputable fact. It can be determined in two ways 
only, by the declaration of the importers, and by the valua. 
tion of what are called experts—that is, of persons supposed 
to be sufficiently conversant with the article to be valued. 
But both of these are liable to objection. The valuation of 
the merchant is liable to the great objection that heis in. 
terested in the matter, and that you cannot in consequence | 
give perfect and absolute credence to what he tells you.

LET THERE BE NO CONGRESS. | 
Tue independence and completion of the United Kingdom of 
Italy is threatened with corresponding dangers from two | 
opposite quarters—the Diplomatic and the Revolutionary. 
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\ the happy result which now seems almost within reach, may 
| revent the formation of one entire and rounded State in the 
Peninsula, and may keep the “ Italian Question ” still open, 
| so as to postpone indefinitely the peace of Europe. Without 
| the inclusion of Venetia and of Rome, Italy we know can

never be tranquil, because she can never feel herself either 
complete or safe; yet this indispensable inclusion is at the 

resent moment exposed to extreme hazard by the diplomatic 
interference which is menaced on the one side, and the 
patriotic impatience which is manifested on the other. We 
| deprecate both alike with the greatest earnestness. 


There are renewed romours of a projected Congress, to 
determine the still unsettled points of the Italian question, 
—rumours which, notwithstanding the reported disinclina- 
tion of Austria, have begun to assume some degree of con- 
|| sistence. ‘Those unsettled points are, of course, the relation 
| which. shall in future be borne by Rome and Venice to the 
new Italian Kingdom. Now it is all but certain that a

diplomacy will never so far depart from established usage—

|| avoid taking the same side; and, judging from the despatch 
|| of Lord John Russell to Sir James Hudson, there is too great

|| would be a wholly new thing for the assembied Potentates of 
| Europe to urge or even recommend one of their number to 
|| resign a Province on the ground that its inhabitants were 
|| irrevocably hostile to his rule, and desired to be united to 
\\another State. If a Congress meets, therefore, to discuss 
| this question, it will end in confirmicg and guaranteeing to

The case of Rome is somewhat different. It will be 
| te if not impossible to dispose of the Pope and to

arrangement. If he is not to remain there, it will have to 
| be decided where he shall henceforth reside, and how he shal] 
\| henceforth be maintained. But any action of a Congress or 

a Conference on this matter is likely to be far wiser and 
|| more healing a year or two hence than now. When ll the 
rest of Italy is united and consolidated; when the new 
Kingdom is thoroughly fused, its Government organised, its 
army formed} and its position established and recognised, a 
small independent estate in the very heart of it will hold a 
very different relation to the whole from that it holds now asa 
diminished Principality in the midst of several others all more 
or less in a confused, precarious, and provisional condition.

But if the premature action of Congress is to be dreaded 
|and deprecated, the premature action of the Piedmontese

an almost more formidable, as it is certainly a more immediate 
|danger. If Victor Kmanuel should be weak enough or mad 

| enough to let himself be seduced to attack Venctia or Rome, 
at least till he has done ali his other work, he will almost 

|| deserve his fate. Is it possible he should be blinded by his 
| success hitherto to the far greater perils of either enterprise ? 

| Is it not certain that an attack upon the Austrian possessions

adventure? I8 it not almost certain that, if France did, 
Germany would mingle in the strife; and that the position 
of England in such a case, with her hampering engagements, 
her distracting sympathies, and her warranted mistrusts, 
would become painful and embarrassing in the extreme ;— 
and that if France did not, the defeat of the enterprise (which 
We do not hesitate to take fer granted) would entail in all 
likelihood the re-enslavement of Sicily, Naples, and Romagna, 
if not still more fatal consequences ? Is it not obvious that in

We are clear that the advice which every sober and sincere 
partisan of Italian independence and Piedmontese aggran- 
disement—every one who truly desires the consummation of 
the grand dream of a powerful and united Italian Kingdom— 
would urge with all his might upon Victor Emanuel and 
upon every inhabitant of every Province of the Peninsula, 
would be identical in tone and substance. The course to be 
pursued and the course to be abstained from are equally 
clear, ‘There is no room for doubt, and no time for hesita- 
tion. Ultimate success is certain in the onecase ; disgraceful 
failure is certain in the other. Let not a moment be lost in com- 
pleting the work of Neapolitan emancipation : a vigorous attaek 
by land,—and sea if it may be,—will hurl Francis II. from 
his tottering throne, and drive him from his forfeited country. 
Then let Victor Emanuel put in operation every resource of 
statesmansbip, of prudence, of peremptory firmness, of admi- 
nistrative skill, to consolidate the Kingdom he has won ; to 
develop its vast resources, to restore its municipal freedom, 
to establish everywhere a Government at once just, resolute, 
liberal, and strict. Let him create among his new sub- 
jects an. ample army, trained and drilled and moralised 
till it be worthy to fight in the same ranks with his old 
one. Let him repress firmly all those impatient and 
inconsiderate patriots who would drive him into extreme 
courses or into premature action,—who have neither the 
patience, the judgment, nor the disinterested virtue 
needed for so hazardous a crisis. Wthout pretending for 
a moment that Italy can be considered complete without 
Venice or without Rome, let him distinctly avow that he 
has no idea of attempting to seize either, partly because he 
knows it would be hopeless, principally also because he knows 
it will be needless. Nothing is more sure than that when 
all the rest of Italy is constituted into one loyal, unanimous, 
well-governed Kingdom, with an army befitting so populous 
a State and a revenue conformable to so rich a soil, Venice | 
and Rome must ultimately escheat to it as a natural and 
inevitable issue. Nothing is more sure than that, dd/ the | 
Italian Monarchy is thus constituted, Venice and Rome can- | 
not be conquered by its incomplete and unorganised powers. | 
Force can do nothing here: negotiation, patience, and money |; 
can do everything. Give time for the perfectly natural and 
recklessly goaded irritation ot Austria to subside; abstain ; 
from insult and from menace; allow calm policy and cold | 
caleulation to operate that arithmetical conviction whieh 
is more powerful than any other when passion is no longer 
at work ; wait till 24,000,000 of people have some claim to 
ask that one million of their brethren and the land they live 
in shall be permitted to join their federation ;—and then 
politely but pertinaciously ask the mediation of Europe to 
persuade Austria to se// what it costs her so ruinous a sum | 
to keep ;—to turn a source of weakness and expense into a | 
source of revenue and‘strength. We are persuaded that | 
sooner or later—all the sooner for irritativg menaces being 
withdrawn—Austria will see the wisdom as well as the 
humanity of listening to such proposals. As military master 
of a Province in a state of chronic insurrection, Austria’s 
position in Europe must always be a weak and complicated 
position, because a false one. Once liberated from it, she 
would become the natural ally both of Italy and of England. | 


The Roman difficulty remains. The Roman difficulty 
cannot be solved by violence, but will solve itself by time. 
Already that solution has begun. The Pope cannot remain 
an insignificant tewporal Sovereign, imbedded in the territory 
of a vast aad powerful monarchy. Yet to that position of 
insignificance he is actually now reduced. He retains nothing 
of his old estates except the Episcopal City from which he 
takes his name, and a slip of barren territory lying between 
that City and the sea. Half his adherents throughout 
Europe—and far the most earnest and religious half—have 
arrived at the conviction that he would be a far more efficient 
as well as a far more respected Head of the Catholic Church, 
were he to become a purely spiritual Potentate ;—and there 
can be no doubt that they are quite right in the conviction. 
That he shall be ‘+ desecularised” may be considered as 
already a settled point, and almost a fatt accompli :—the 
manner and the moment of his “ desecularisation” alone 
remain to be determined. We admit the difficulties of the 
process ;—but they are difficulties only of detail, 
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PARTY IN THE UNITED STATES. 
Tue election of a Republican Governor in Pennsylvania by a 
majority larger even than was hoped, leaves no doubt that 
that great State, which four years ago gave victory to Mr 
Buchanan and the Slavery policy, will this year retrace its 
steps aud deeide for Mr Abram Lincola and his mild type of 
the Anti-Slavery policy. New York is yet undecided. The 
party which call ‘themselves Unionists at all costs,—con- 
sisting of a fusion between the old Whigs and the leas 
vehement Slavery men,—profess the utmost confidence of 
success; and should they succeed in New York, it is certainly 
possible that some compromise party of this kind may gain 

}| sufficient adherents to prevent the triumph of the Republican 
candidate for the Presidency by the requisite majority, and 
thus to leave the choice in the hands of the Senate. 

But, be that as it may, it seems now little short of certain 
that the Republican party are at last gaining rapidly on their 
opponents ; that they have taken distinct issue with them on 
the principle of extending or limiting the area of Slavery,— 
and that this rapid recent growth, therefore, must be inter- 
preted as a genuine expression of a growing popular convic- 
tion in the North that the Southern policy on this question 
is aggressive, dangerous, and iniquitous. This is a most 
encouraging fact. The apathy of the Northern States under 
the constant aggressions of the Slaveholders’ policy and the 
gross insults of the Southern party, has been a subject of 
grief and amazement to English politicians for many years 
back. The indifference which permitted the election of Mr 
Buchanan by an immense majority’at a moment when a 
monstrous civil war ‘of Slaveholding origin was raging in Kan- 
sas, and when Mr Semner’was still suffering severely from the 
brutal violence of a Carolina Slavehoider simply for speaking 
freely in the Senate on the Anti-Slavery side, was scarcely 
intelligible to any English Liberal. We regarded it as a 

sigan, not merely of: political corruption, but of positive 
degradation,—of the extinction of the spirit of true freedom 
in the United States. We now hope that we were too hasty, 
—that though these huge masses of electors are but slowly 
penetrated by awy great moral conviction, we may yet 
see the nobler ideas at the root of all democratic in- 
stitutions struggling with those vulgarer and grosser forms of 
democratic passion with’ which they are almost uniformly 
joined. We may hope to see the masses of the North give 
some practical illustration of their theoretic value for human 
liberty,—instead of prostituting it to denote the absolute right 
of a strong race to oppress all feebler races, and the right of 
crowds to tyrannise over all smallergroups of men. ‘This is, 
of course, the characteristic sin and peril of democratic institu- 
| tions; but till recently we had seen little or’ no indication 
that the conscience of the American people was in any way 
alive to it. Now for the first time we have some tangible 
grounds for saying that better and more equitable ideas of 
democratic equality are gaining way in the United States. 


But when we come to ask ourselves what the practical 
policy df’the Republican party,—if they should now, or 
whenever they shall, gain’a Presidential election, —will be,— 
the answer is by no means easy. Their aim and effort no 
doubt is simple,—to localise slavery, to prevent its growth, 
to limit its evils, to promote its extinetion. But the diffi- 
culty lies less in the end to be attained than in the means to 
be adopted. And the main point and climax of the difficulty 
lies in this, that the Federal Constitution, honestly construed, 
offers no sufficient instruments for the repression or even 
diminution of local State-evils. The Federal Government is 

| in fact searcely a Government, in any proper sense, at all. 
| It is the organ of an alliancé between wholly heterogeneous 
| States,—and henee is the nominee now of one element, now 
of the other, but never read/y of both. It is very much what 
the Federal Government of Italy would have been if the 
Villafranca scheme had ever been worked out. There would 
have been Sardinia doing all in her power to defend the 
constitutional principle of government and to enlarge the 
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inquisitorial principle of government, and endeavouring 
to enlarge the number of federated Italian States con. 
forming to that principle. But neither party would have 
had, federally, any power to undermine or change the 
Constitution of the other States. All that could have been 
possible would be for the party in the ascendant for the time 
to prevent the encroachments of its opponents and bid high 
for the adherence of the neutrals. If Piedmont had been at 
the head of the confederation, she could not have put down 
the inquisition in Rome, or abolished the unconstitutional 
imprisonments and tortures of Naples. If Rome had been 
in the ascendant, she could not have gagged the press of 
Piedmont, or silenced its Assembly. 


Very similar difficulties lie in the way of the Republican 
party in the United States in any attempt to devise a policy, 
They may, while they remain in power, limit the develop. 
ment of Slavery, but they have no constitutional weapon with 
which to reach it within the Slave States, and the moment 
they lose power again, it will again advance with rapid 
strides, as it has done under Mr Buchanan. It may be pos. 
sible to repeal the Fugitive Slave Law, for that is a measure 
determining the mutual relations of the States. It may be 
possible tonullify the decision of the Supreme Court inthe Dred 
Scott case, though this will be difficult. It will be possible, 
so long as the Republicans remain in power, to prevent the 
annexation of any new Slave State or Territory to the Union, 
and thus to isolate the evilinfluence. But this is all. They 
cannot legislate for the Slave States themselves. They can- 
not pass measures first reducing Slavery to the better kinds 
of serfdom, and then gradually extinguishing it altogether. 
They cannot prevent the breaking up ot Slave-families,—the 
dispersing of wife and husband and children in different 
directions. In fact, they can in no way initiate a statesman 
like policy for the gradual extinction of this tremendous evil, 
And all that they can legitimately do by the Federal Constitution 
depends on the ability of the Republican party to retain tts supre- 
macy for an unlimited period when it is once gained. For what 
can be done is esseotially of the nature of a blockade, and 
depends on sealing Slavery hermetically up within given 
limits. Let the blockade ever be broken by the return of the 
Southern party to power, and all the good effected is undone 
at once. 

Mr Seward, the leader of the Republicans, evidently feels 
this difficulty very keenly. He and his followers profess 
complete devotion to the Federal Constitution, and hence un- 
limited respect for the local autonomy of the Southern States. 
And yet they feel that the gradual extinction of Slavery is the 
one vital point forthe American Republic. The only solution 
held out by Mr Seward in his recent gigantic orations at De- 
troit, and St Paul’s Mionesota, and Dubuque in Lowa, isso 
rapid a multiplication of Free States as to put the Southern 
party into a permanent and hopeless minority,—so that 
whatever be the politics of the Executive of the American 
Union, they shall at least always be of an Anti-Slavery cast. 
He hopes that with new Anti-Slavery States in the West and 
North-West,—Kansas, Nebraska, Idaho, Chippewa, Jefferson, 
Nevada, Washington, and Arizona,—the power of the Re- 
publican party will become so absolutely secure that no re- 
covery of power by a Pro-Slavery party, however intermit- 
tent, need be dreaded. Nay, Mr Seward is counting on 
British and Russian America eventually to swell his list, 
though we suppose he does not look to that during the pre- 
sent generation. But, then, unfortunately, on the other 
hand, there are we fear in the South almost as many embryo 
Slave States as there are embryo Free States in the North- 
West. It must be a race between the two parties after all. 
Mr Seward himself looks forward to the absorption of 
Mexico. Self-restraint in this direction seems to be no part 
of his policy. And should Mexico be absorbed under the 
auspices of any party, the first subsequent triumph of the South 
would convert it into a perfect mine of Slave States. Qn 
the whole, while heartily rejoicing in the signs of new life in 
the Republican party, we are inclined to think that they 
can never succeed in eradicating the taint from the Southern 
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greater power than that which it possesses by the present 
Constitution; and that, unless disunion be contemplated,

The increase, therefore, is more than 6 per cent. in three 
‘| years,—certainly not too rapid for safety, but still satisfac- 
‘tory. It is the more satisfactory, because, when we come to 
examine the cause of the increase, it appears to arise rather in 
the increased demand of our widely-distributed smaller cus- 
‘tomers than in @y single market. This was not the case a 
year ago. Then India was taking an enormous mass of our 
| goods, but our exportations to other places were rather on the 
‘decline as compared with the year 1857. Now, the Indian 
|| trade is less prosperous than last year, but the general de- 
|mand amongst our smaller customers is increasing in a very 
\|marked way. Thus, for example, the demand of Turkey 
|| for cotton goods, of Holland for both woollens and cottons, is 
‘considerably on the increase; the trade with British America 
|| is recovering ; and, what is by far the best test of a generally 
| prosperous trade, the exports to “ other countries,”—+é. e. to 
|eustomers so small that the individual exportations to them 
|, are not worth distinct enumeration,—are very largely in- 
\|creased. To give some impression of the generality of this

This table shows an increase of about 25 per cent. since 
1858 in the demand of the smallest and most insignificant 
markets for English cottons, woollens, linens, silks, and 
hardwares,—a rate of increase quite equal to the average 
total increase of these important export trades. Hence we 
see that the general and distributed demand for these goods 

jjin petty places whieh have little wealth or means, has 
increased proportionately quite as rapidly as the demand for 
them among our chief and most impertant customers. A 
clearer proof that the demand is permanent, and not spas- 
modic or accidental, can scarcely be imagined. 

Of the large increase of three mil]ions ia the value of the ex- 
Port trade of three quarters of a year, two-thirds or two millions 
sterling is due toour trade in manofactured cotton goods, in 
which the increase is due not so much to any one market, as to 
the fresh demand in a number of second-rate markets, such as 
Turkey, Holland, Brazil, Pera, Chili, Buenos Ayres, Java, 
&c. Another half million sterling of increase is due to the 
trade in cotton yarn, and here, too, countries like Holland, 
Prussia, Turkey, are the origin of the increase. So in woollen 
yarns, the considerably inereased demand is divided amongst 
Hanse Towne, Holland, Belgium, France, &c. The export 
trade in metals (iron, lead, &e.), whieh had been much de- 
Pressed, is at last recovering,—with the exception of that in 
railway iron, which is below that of both the preceding years.

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With regard to imports, corn and flour are at last beginning 
to arrive in some quantities, and to equal or exceed the 
amounts of the year before last. The cotton received is rather 
less in amount than in the same month in previous years. 
Wool is still received in large quantities. There is a reaction 
as to French and other wines, very little having been retained 
for home consumption, as also with regard to spirits. Sugar 
and tea are received in full quantities. 


THE AD VALOREM DUTIES IN 


TARIFF. 
We have received the following letter on the subject of our 
last week’s article on this topic :— 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Siz,—Permit me to offer a few words of explanation upon the 
subject of the ad valorem duties to be levied under the treaty with 
France. 

The plan adopted (as I understood it when in Paris) is precisely 
that in practice in the United States, with some modifications in 
the details which are favourable to the importer. 

In both countries 10 per cent. undervaluation by the importing 
merchant will subject him to a fine ; but the amount of the penalty 
in France will not exceed one-half that in America. 

For instance, in the case of cutlery, which is to pay 20 per cent. 
duty, the fine to which it is subject at the French Custom House 
for undervaluation to the extent of 10 per cent. or upwards is 50 
per cent. additional duty, which, with a duty of 20 per cent., is 
equal to 10 per cent. on the value of the goods. In the United 
States, the penalty is 20 per cent. on the value of the merchandise. 
In the case of carriages and leather manufactures, paying 10 per 
cent. duty, the fine will be only 5 per cent. 

The terms respecting the arbitration are equally favourable 
under the treaty. In America, the Custom House authorities re- 
tain the power of choosing the arbitrators. In France, the importer 
is to have equal privileges in this respect. As respects the mode 
in which the arbitrators are to proceed to verify the value of the 
goods, it will be identically the same in both countries. They 
will have te ascertain the truth of the declaration of the importer. 
This can of course only be done by taking for the basis of valuation 
the selling price in England, with the addition of freight and 
charges to the port of entry. This can surely be done with less 
difficulty at Havre than at Boston or New York. 

In the French treaty the right of pre-emption in case the goods 
are declared by arbitrators to be undervalued 5 per cent. is re- 
tained. I think your fears are quite groundless respecting the use 
likely to be made of this right by the Customs authorities. As- 
suming the declaration of value to be honestly made, it would not be 
profitable for parties at Boulogne or Havre, whether Custom 
House officers. or others, to take the goods with all the charges, 
and with 5 per cent..added for the profit of the inporter. Where 
could they find a market for goods obtained on such terms in com- 
petition with importers who would have paid only 1 per cent. com- 
mission to the purchasing agent in England ? 

To quote our own practice for an argument can have have no 
weight, because we have found our system to work so badly as to 
compel us to abandon ad valorem duties. The only country in 
which this mode of levying duties has been adopted as a principle 
and with the prospect ef being continued is the United States, 
where penalties for undervaluation have been introduced into the 
system. If British manufacturers wish to see their goods ad- 
mitted into France at ad valorem instead of specific rates of duty, 
they must consent to the French Government taking a similar pre- 
caution against fraud. The imports into France, as into Ger- 
many, Belgium, or Spain, will, as a rule, be made on account of 
Frenchmen or foreigners, 2nd only in exceptional cases by Eng- 
lishmen. But surely to the extent to which our merchants are en- 
gaged in this trade, they will be benefited by an arrangement 
which will protect them against the competition of dishonest traders. 


We need only add a very brief comment. Our corre- 
spondent forgets that a much larger profit than 5 per cent. 
will usually be expeeted and made on the importations. If 
the profit of importing into France were, say, 15 per cent., 
the Custom House authorities might, after paying the 5 per 
cent., still sell at a profit of 10 per cent.: nor could the 
importers absolately prevent this except by selling at a 
profit below 5 per cent., so that the rule of pre-emption re- 
ferred to, practically limits the profit of importing all arti- 
eles charged with ad valorem duties to a maximum profit of 5 
per cent. 

Again, if the wiséd invoice value is not to be sufficient 
evidence as to the selling price in England,—if difference of 
opinion is to be admitted and investigated as to the selling 
price in England,—then a margin of 10 per cent. is not | 
enough. It is a very different case from an estimate as to 
the mgr value in France, whieh might be justly determined |: 
by au offer to buy at the valae declared on the spot. No 
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such offer could be a fair test of sincerity in the case of a 
| declaration of cost price only, on which the importer hopes to 
| make a considerable profit. And the question as to the cost 
price in England will not be an easy one to determine in a 

French port. We may add that the English system of ad 
valorem duties worked very well recently—much more easily 
than the system now announced is likely to work.

WILL ACTION FOLLOW TAL K? 
! A LANDLORD WHO HAS SEEN THE WORLD. 
; “* Where there is much smoke there must be some fire,” and 
| surely all the talk, and not irrational talk, we have lately heard 
| from landowners at agricultural meetings on the subject of 
| agricultural improvement, must by and by result in some practical 
action. Butunfortunately the landlord islikeashy horse which baulks 
| its fences. He goes on sharply and vigorously enough till he comes 
| to the main point of difficulty. What the stiff timber fence, or the 
|; wide brook, is to the shifty hunter, the long lease, or the surrender 
{| of game preserves, or an outlay in permanent improvements, is to 
|| the English landlord. That he cannot make up his mind to face ; 
|| and he shuffles, and shies, and goes round about and about the 

matter in utter perplexity. If we mistake not, the present season 
\ will try the yearly tenancy system pretty sharply. And men of 
\ mark amongst the English landowners are beginning to see the 
}| true road to agricultural improvement; an improvement, let it be 
|| noted, by which they will themselves greatly benefit. 
| At the Worcester Agricultural Society, Sir John Pakington, 

in returning thanks for the toast of his health, followed Mr Disraeli's 
j! example, eschewed politics and became intensely agricultural. 
|| He* was strongly impressed with the idea that “their object 
{| at these meetings should be to disseminate agricultural knowledge,” 
fi and he contributed his own mite by an account of what he had 
;} seen and heard during a recent visit to Scotland. He said:—‘t He 
|; would tell them that within the last few days he had travelled 
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the Tweed. He had seen there splendid farms with large fields 
and small hedges, in which he could count the homesteads because 
there were few trees to intercept the view, and every homestead 
had its steam engine chimney. There rents were high becange 
farming was profitable, and farming was profitable because leases 
were long. Every farm was farmed with a sufficient capital, and 
the tenant had no hesitation in investing his capital because he had 
the security of a lease. The result was such that he was almost 
afraid to mention it to a Worcestershire farmer; but he (Sir 
John) was told that it was common to pay corn rents there, and 
that the rent of a farm per acre in that district was the price of 
two quarters of wheat, and sometimes three. Sometimes a farmer 
paid 1,000/, 2,000/, and even 3,000/ a year rent, and had a hand- 
some profit left for himself afterwards.” Doubtless Sir John felt | 
he was treading on delicate ground, for while the game- 
preserving Squires of Worcestershire would not like his praise of 
long leases and hints about clearing hedgerows —where gameanimals 
do harbour—the tenants might not altogether approve the talk 
about high Scotch rents. The travelled Squire therefore let both |

But will the landlords take the initiative by offering leases? Will 
the tenants, who seem not to be very enterprising, make a strenuous 
demand for leases, and offer to their landlords equivalent advances by | 
way ofrent? Will Sir John Pakington apply his Scotch knowledge | 
to the management of his own estate? Not, it may be safely said, | 
till driven to do so by the force of circumstances ; for the improved || 
system would require the sacrifice of many prejudices on the part | 
of the landlords, and more outlay and exertion on the part of the | 
tenants than the torpid system at present in force. We do not see | 
from the report that any tenant-farmer at Worcester took up the | 
theme broached by Sir John Pakington, or improved the occasion; | 
but at the Hereford agricultural meeting Mr Duckham, a farmer, | 
after thanking Mr Clive, a landowner, for promoting the formation of || 
a company for the purpose of providing steam ploughs to be let for || 
hire, pointed to the ‘essential requirements of the fields being || 
made more open, the crooked hedgerows straightened, and the || 
superfluous timber felled, before they could be enabled to derive || 
the full benefit from its [steam plough] use.”

DRAINAGE OUTFALLS.

fall has not been very govd. Undrained land has been nearly use- | 
less, aud great efforts will be made by farmers to procure the com- 
plete diatmage ot thir farms. None of them will now say the land 
has been overdriined, and landlords wiil find it necessary to aid 
theirtenants by: raining their farms, for the position of the weaker 
farmers at the present moment is a somewhat precarious one. In |} 
many places the want of sufficient outfall proves a great obstacle 
to effective draivage.

rass, and spoiled thousands of acres of meadow hay, have given 
self-evident proofs of the necessity of remedia| measures with re- 
spect to the main arteries. By the various unconnected works of 
under-draining already executed, which form but a very small 
proportion of what will some day represent the drainage of this 
country, vent has been given to pent up waters previously dis- 
ersed by driblets and evaporation. They have converted bogs 
and beds of free soil, in which water stagnated, into filters of 
rapid action, and have compelled tenacious clays to let go their 
hold of water, which had hitherto been claimed solely by the at- 
mosphere. These waters of drainage have been got rid of regard- 
less of the fact that water set free from above commits injury be- 
low, unless it be securely guided toits ultimate discharge; and 
ths it is that under- drainage, at certain seasons of the year, has 
augmented the floods in particular valleys, and will continue to 
augment them still more, os the practice (which may be said to be 
only commenced) extends.” 
The difficulty of making outfalls is not often occasioned by any

Sratistican Norks or THE Progress oF VICTORIA FROM THE

Conceive a colony only twenty-five years of age publishing by 

authority a volume of statistics. Verily this is a time of progress, 

steam, and electricity. Conceive a colony of this age also 








having a Registrar-General. Why England, if we mistake not, 
was some 1,840 years old before she possessed such a blessing ; 

but it was only in 1835, owing to the adventurous zeal of Batman 
and Fawkner, and Major Mitchell in 1836, that the two colonies 
(Van Diemen’s Land and New South Wales) from which Victoria 
was first peopled ‘learned with a joyous surprise of the beauty 
| and fertility of a new territory opened up to them for settlement 
and commerce in the district of Port Philip.” 
/ these, Van Diemen's Land, now called Tasmania, was founded in 
1803, and contained in 1836 43,895 inhabitants. On the 31st 
March, 1857, its population had increased to 81,492. In like 
manner, New South Wales, older than Tasmania by fifteen years 
(being founded in 1788), was found to possess in the year 1826 
77,096 inhabitants, and on the 3lst March 1857, not less than 
295,000; but Victoria during the same interval of less than 
twenty-one years had distanced them both. ‘The number of 224 
souls! existing there in 1836 had by the 3ist March, 1857, mul- 
tiplied more than eighteen hundred-fold, there being at that date 
410,766 persons, or 115,766 more than the number estimated to 
be living on the same day in New South Wales, and 329,274 in 
excess on the same date of the number of people resident in Tas- 
mania. Such prozress as this we believe to be unparalleled in the 
history of the world. 

What can any history inform us more of the colony than this 
very ample collection of facts and figures, showing the progress of 
the colony in inhabitants, its gricultural, ‘mineral, and commercial 
progress—its table No. 1 showing that its population consisted of 
142. males and 35 females, and in 1857 had increased to 264, 334 
males and 146,432 females, which had further increased in 
December, 1858, to 323,596 males and 180,943 females,—in round 
numbers from 177 souls to 504 039. 

Our space will not allow us to follow these interesting tabies so 
ably compiled by Mr Archer, but we cannot refrain from me 
a few of the facts they enumerate, for instance in the table No. 7 
pains the summary of live stock :—

It should be remarked; however, that so far as tallow 4 is con- 
cerned, the quantity exported i in 1850 amounted to 10,056,256 lbs, 
value 132,863, which Dr ee eee tends to confirm, what we otherwise 
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know, that the sheep are now consumed instead of being melted 


oo for tallow. 
From the year 1851 the influence of the gold yield on the 
purchase of land becomes very apparent, for in the three years 


ending 31st December, 1853, there were alienated more than twice 
the number of acres sold throughout the whole of the previous 14 
years. Tables 30 and 31 show that from 1st January, 185", to 
31st December, 1853, there were disposed of 671,092 acres for the 
sum of 2,341,978/, being at the rate of nearly 32 108 per acre. 

The effect of the discovery of gold on Melbourne land prices 
may be thus illustrated. A a ‘of land having 22 feet 5 inches 
frontage, with a depth of only 26 feet 5 inches, was sold in 1853 
for 6,000/, being at the rate of 441,000/ per acre. 

Tt would appear that the total ne realised by land sales 

amounts to 7,625 +8201, at the average of 22 10s per acre, and that 
in 1859 the number of bushels of wheat available for each indivi- 
dual amounted to 7.40, estimating the population at 475,226. 
25 years the squatters have laden home-bound ships 
with wool, tallow, hides, and skins, to the extent in declared 
value of upwards of 18,170,7297; but in little more than 8 years 
(1851 to 1859) the gold mines of Victoria have produced at the 
very least upwards of 87,000,000/ worth of gold. 

Te cannot do better than wind up our critique of these marvel- 
lous statistics in Mr Archer’s own words, prefacing them with the 
expression of our satisfaction with the manner in which he has put 
them together, and recommending them to the study of every one 
who desires to become acquainted with the rise and progress of a 
colony destined at some future day to become anempire. “ A 
goodly-sized volume of judicious comments might be written on the 
innumerable details of’ instructive interest these tables contain ; 
showing as they do the genius and growth of a young British 
people “within a period scarcely exceeding in duration the time 
that it takes i in the course of nature for a new-born child to become 
a man.”

GENERAL LITERATURE.

Tuis series of letters written from the seat of war, and during the 

occurrence of the events which they describe, gives a lively picture 

of the brief war in Morocco, from its unpromising commencement 
amid storms and rain, dirt, discomfort, and disease, upon the 
heights above Ceuta, to its prosperous ending under the walls of 

Tetuan. 

The writer's style is good, clear, graphic, and condensed ; his 
views are sensible, and as s impartial as could well be looked for from 
one who was himself a sharer in all the excitements, hardships, and 
triumphs of the campaign. 

In itself the Spanish war with Morocco has little importance or 
interest ; but as a sign of reviving activity in the national life of a 
country once foremost among the nations of Europe, but now for 
some time past sunk into “apparent apathy and decay amidst 
internal dissensions, it assumes 2 certain degree of importance ; ; 
while a tinge of romance still lingers round the names of Spaniard 
and Moor. Spain indeed may be said to have made war “for an 
idea.” The remembrance of her ancient victories, and the desire 
of winning back some of the renown she once reaped from battle 
with the Moors—of proving that the patriotism and valour that 
made her a nation then, is still in her to keep her a nation now— 

| had more to do with the popularity and success of the recent war 

than any wish for territorial acquisition, or vague desire of rivalling 
France on the shores of Northern Africa. ‘The immediate cause 
of the war was but insignificant,—the material results of victory are 
hardly worth the cost of its attainment,—the pecuniary indemnity, 
though large, will scarcely do more than cover the cost of a hasty 
and expensive war,—the narrow territory around the penal settle- 
ment of Ceuta, and even the security of that city from Moorish 
assaults, are dearly bought by the lives ofso many Spanish soldiers ; 
but the gain of Spain lies in the aroused sense of national existence, 
in a common bond of patriotic union, and in an added feeling of 
self-respect :—for these, ifreally acquired, she will not have paid t too 
high a price. 

We cannot read Mr Hardman’s account of the conduct of the- 
Spanish army in Morocco, without acknowledging that the quali- 
ties that once made it rank amongst the most. formidable in 
Europe are not altogether extinct. “ Under all the disadvantages,” 
says Mr Hardman, “sand trying circumstances that have hitherto 
attended this campaign, commenced in ill-omened haste, in the 
worst season, and with very insufficient preparation, the good 
qualities of the Spanish soldier have been conspicuous. He has 
been invariably orderly, obedient, contented, and even jolly, under 
circumstances which Mark Tapley himself might have found 
trying. Satisfied with little, submissive to hardships, he has a 
fund of insouciance and merriment which bears him up where many 
would grumble and despair. Drunkenness is unknown in the 
camp, and crime is consequently rare.” And again :—‘‘ For patient 
endurance and cheerfulness under hardship of all kinds, the 
Spanish soldier is not to be surpassed. I cannot go so far as some 
of his enthusiastic countrymen whom I have heard declare him to 
be the best in the world; nor do I think such exaggerated lauda- 
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tion shows much wisdom on the part of those who indulge in it; 
but that he has many sterling qualties, and is of the stuff of which 
first-rate soldiers are made, there can, I think, be no doubt what- 
ever upon the mind of any impartial foreigner who has had oppor- 
tunities of observing his behaviour throughout the very trying 
campaign now happily brought to a close.” 

The trying circumstances that thus tested the sterling qualities 
of the Spamish soldier were more from the ovposition of the ele- 
ments than oftheir human foe. In fact for a brave and warlike aot 
ple the Moors fightvery badly ; and the losses of the campaign, short 
as it was, were fully as heavy from disease as from Moorish weapons. 
The Moors showed a happy facility for running away that saved the 
Spaniards much trouble. Occasionally they would make a determined 
stand and fight with much valour; butonlyfour times did the running 
skirmish that was perpetually going on come to a regular conflict. 
In the last and greatest at Guad-el-Ras which brought the war to 
a close, the Moors showed a desperate resolution to oppose their 
enemy’s further progress that might, if it had come earlier in the 
day, have occasioned a different result to the whole war, 
As it was, the march from Ceuta to Tetuan was made without 
meeting with any combined resistance. The fall of Tetuan pro- 
duced offers of peace that were confirmed into sober earnest by the 
victory of Guad-el-Ras, and five months saw the opening and the 
termination of the campaign in Morocco. 


We will conclude our brief notice of Mr Hardman’s pleasant 
volume (which, both for the information it gives, and for the touches 
of scenery and amusing gossip of camp life in a strange country, 
is well worthy of an existence apart from the columns of the Times 
in which it first appeared) with a description of the Commander-in- 
Chief and Prime Minister of Spain, Marshal O'Donnell :— 


Put on your waterproof and walk through the camp, on this a wet 
Sunday, on the hills of Ceuta, and you shall hear no complaint, behold 
no doleful faces, but, on the contrary, see many a blithe, cheerful coun- 
tenance. Here is a guard just come up, preceded by its regimental band, 
and going on wet and weary duty. Were they bound for a parade in 
the Madrid Prado, they couid not look less annoyed. They halt just by 
the tent of the General-in-Chief, outside of which is standing, regardless, 
and apparently unconscious of the heavy rain, a tall grey-haired man, seem- 
ingly about fifty-five yesrs of age, dressed in a waterproof coat and Mackin- 
tosh leggings, the only military part of his costume being the “ Ros,” or 
Spanish kepi with three bands of gold embroidery around it, indicating the 
rank of Captain-General, equivalent to Field-Marshal. His head is rather 
bent, the expression of his countenance is severe ; but at the same time not 
without a certain bonhomie. His brow is somewhat furrowed, but less, 
you would say, by years than by cares and anxieties, the vigils, and fatigues 
of an active, eventful, and ambitious career. His step is firm, and when, 
as sometimes happens, it suddenly lengthens almost into a stride, you 
perceive that he still retains no small share of the vigour and elasticity 
of youth. This is Leopoid O‘Donneil, Count of Lucane, the Spainard of 
Irish descent, who is now bv far the first man in his country; who 


possesses a power confirmed by its duration (rare for a Spanish Premier 




























































































of late years), and which certainly has the willing support of a greater 
mejority of the nation than any of his predecessors for many years past 
could reckon upon.

WE should hope that this little work will have the share of local 
popularity to which its local patriotism entitles it.

The convention fixing the tariff on a large portion of the articles 
of British production to be imported into France under the Com- 
mercial Treaty has been promulgated in due form in this country, 
as well as in England; the promulgation, however, having taken 
place two days later here than in London. On the tariff anne: 
to the convention two remarks are necessary: the first is that the | 
duties on iron, cast iron, and steel, which figure at the head of 
it, were fixed towards the end of September, and have been 
actually in full since the Ist October; the second is that the 








whole of the remainder of the tariff does not come in toopera- 
tion at once, but only as stated in Art. 10 of the Convention, that 
part of it which refers te “refined sugars, works in metal, ma- 
chines, tools, and mechanical instruments of every description.

tariff eee al come into operation from this day, the 1st Nov. :—

The Commercial Treaty, Art. 15, fixed as follows the delays for 
the duties to be imposed:——1. For coal and coke, Ist July, 1860; 
2. For iron, cast iron, and steel, 1st Oct., 1860; 3. For works in 
metals, machinery, tools, and mechanical instruments, before the 
31st Dec., 1860; 4. For yarns : and manufactures in flax and hemp, 
from the ist June, 1861; and 5. For all other articles, from the 
Ist Oct., 1861. The duties of the articles of the first two cate- 
gories are already in force; those of the third are to be so from 
this day, two months sooner than was obligatory on the French 
Government; those of the fourth have not yet been settled. With 
regard to the fifth category, reference to the treaty will show that 
it comprises refined sugar, turmeric in powder, rock crystal worked, 
chemical productions, extracts of dyewoods, garancine, soap, 
stoneware and earthenware, glass, crystal, mirrors, and plate-glass, 

cotton yarn, worsted and woollen yarn, cloth list, manufactures of 
hair, silk manufactures, manufactures of waste and floss silk, 
manufactures of bark and all other vegetable fibres, mixed many- 
factures of every description, hosiery, haberdashery and small- 
wares, articles of clothing, prepared skins, articles of every sort 
manvfactured from leather or skins, carriages, cabinet ware, carved 
work, turnery, worked ivory and wood, brandies and spirits, ships 
and boats, &e. Now it will be observed, from. the tables given 
above, that only one of the articles here specified—refined sugar— 
and one not specially named— gold leaf—are to be admitted into 
France at the duties mentioned in the tariff from this.day. It will 
be observed, too, that of the other articles the duties on only a 
few have thus far been definitively settled. 


Compared with the old tariff, the new one is certainly a 
marvel of wisdom and moderation. It goes also further than 
many people had expected. Yet, still not afew of its duties are 
much too high. Those on machinery, for example, must be con- 
sidered excessive, seeing that the French, in spite of the high price 
they have hitherto had to pay for iron ‘and. steel. and fuel, have 
for some time past made very considerable exports of machinery, 
and the export is steadily increasing. The duty of upwards of 162 |: 
English the ton on refined sugar is really exorbitant, considering 
that French refiners make large exports, not only all over Europe, 
but even to South America. But I have heard the very just remark 
made by a French statesman, that everything must not be expected 
of France at once; she has only just broken from the bonds. of 
prohibition, and cannot plunge instanter into free trade. 

An Imperial decree enacts that British goods sone tinto France 
in virtue of the treaty by any other means than by. British or 
foreign vessels shal] pay 25¢ per 100 kilogs if they be free of duty 
or only subject to one of less than 3f the 100 kilogs and to higher 
taxes when they pay more than 3f. Another decree enacts that | 
the different categories of the said goods must be presented at the 
—_ specially designated by the Customs regulations for receiving 
them. 

A considerable number of manufacturers, dyers, and others of 
Rouen have petitioned the Government to be allowed to import, 
free of duty, the impermeable packing cloth which is made in 
England, and the like of which does not exist in France. They 
say that the article is really necessary for their exports, and that 
the introduction of it would no doubt lead to the establishment of 
manufactories of it in this country. 

The formation of banks seems likely to become the order of the 
day in this city. Not long since the Credit Industriel Bank was 
formed ; at this moment the Discount Bank is establishing branches 
in Asia ; and now a project is on foot for starting, under the name 
of Credit Minier, one destined to make advances and give encou- 
ragements to ironworks and other metallurgic establishments. 
A scheme is also on foot for establishing, under the auspices of the 
Discount Bank (Comptoir d’ ‘Escompte), one for making advances 
and performing other operations in the colonies.

There has been much excitement in the cotton market this week.

AMERICAN GRAIN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 


New York, Oct. 21.—Frour anp Meau.—The market for 
State and Western flour has been somewhat irregular during the 
ow three days, and prices have fluctuated considerably. On 
Wednesday there prevailed an active demand, both from the local 
and Eastern trade and for export, enabling holders to obtain an 
advance of 5 to 10 cents per bbl on the closing rates on Tuesday 
last, at which shippers operate freely. The inquiry subsequently 
abated, however, when the market became depressed, and the 
advance previously established was lost, except on shipping brands 
of Western, which are scarce and wanted. ‘Transactions since 
Tuesday comprise 60,000 bbls, closing heavily at the reduced rates. 
The market for Southern flour partakes of the dull tone which 
characterises that of other descriptions, but prices are substantially 
the same as those previously inserted. €

Graix.—The market for wheat, sympathising with that of flour, 
became very firm immediately subsequent to the date of our last, 
and a co nding activity prevailed both for local milling and

undred thousand bushels. An advance of one cent per bushel 
was readily obtained. In consequence of an advance in the rates 
of freight and a falling off in the demand for export, the market 
afterwards lost the buoyancy which characterised it on Wednesday, 
and became depressed in tone, while prices have declined consider- 
ably—a moderate business doing at the reduction. Corn has been 
in fair request for the most part at full previous prices, but the 
market was heavy yesterday, and prices a shade lower; the sales 
comprise 268,0000 bushels.

LONDON MARKETS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 


Mare LanE, Fripay Eveninc. 

The leading markets of consumption, held since we last wrote, 
have been but moderately supplied with English wheat, which has 
come to hand in somewhat improved condition. For good and 
fine samples, there has been a steady demand, at full prices ; but 
all other kinds have moved off heavily, at barely previous rates. 
At the outports, foreign wheat, notwithstanding that the arrivals 
have continued seasonably large, has changed hands freely, at fully 
the late advance in the quotations. There has been an active sale 
for most descriptions of barley, the rates of which have, in some 
instances, further improved 1s per quarter. For malt, the inquiry 
has ruled tolerably active, at extreme currencies. There has been 
a firm sale for oats, at 6d to 1s per quarter above previous rates. 
Both beans and peas have commanded 1¢ per quarter more money, 
and the inquiry for flour has been tolerably healthy. In prices, 
however, no change has taken place. r 

Advices from most parts of the country state that a few patches 
of wheat and other kinds of produce are stil} in the fields, and that 
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the new wheats continue to turn out a most indifferent sample as 
to quality. We imagine, therefore, that fine dry samples will com- 
mand full prices during the remainder of the present year ; but we 
doubt much whether they will be supported after the grain now in 
stack has become hardened and more fit for use in the spring. All 
spring corn will, however, be selling at extreme rates for some con- 
siderable period, since it is evident that we shall be chiefly depen- 
dent upon foreign supplies to meet our necessities. 

In Scotland, harvest work is now nearly or quite closed. The 
produce of the crops, generally, is represented as very large and of 
superior quality ; however, during the winter months heavy ship- 
ments will, no doubt, be made to the South, where high rates will 
be obtained, especially for malting barley, which is held as high as 
55s per qr. The potato crop is turning out well, both as to quan- 
tity and quality, and large quantities have already found their way 
to London, where they have realised 120s to 150s per ton. 

Advices from Ireland state that the crops are yielding badly ; 
but they are somewhat silent as respects potatoes, which, in some 
of the markets, are selling at low rates. The exports to England 
have continued on a very moderate scale. 

Most of the continental markets have been steady for all kinds 
of wheat, at very full prices. Barley, oats, beans, and peas have 
commanded rather more money. In the United States, wheat, 
Indian corn, and flour have changed hands freely for shipment to 
England, and the quotations have had an upward tendency. The 
supplies on offer were very large. 

he show of English wheat here to-day was limited. Good and 
fine samples were disposed at full prices ; but inferior kinds were 
a dull inquiry. Foreign wheat changed hands slowly, but at fully 
previous rates. Barley and malt were quite as dear as last week, 
and oats advanged 6d to 1s per quarter. Beans, peas, and flour 
supported Monday's currency. 

Mr Ed. Rainford thus reports the state of the floating trade. Since 
the 24th ult. up to last night 37 arrivals off coast are reported, 
consisting of 24 cargoes of wheat, 11 maize, and 2 barley, viz.:—

In the Bankruptcy Court, on Tuesday, Messrs R. C. 
Davies and J. N. Troughton, the partners in the late Shore- 
ditch Bank, surrendered and obtained protection. The sit- | 
ting for the choice of assignees is fixed for the 12th of 
November. On Thursday there was a meeting of the 
creditors. The proceedings were of a tumultuous and 
angry character. Resolutions were adopted suggesting 
certain persons as suitable in the opinion of the meeting to 
act as trade assignees. Mr Fox, the solicitor of Messrs 
Davies and Co., was present, and alleged that the firm shows 
assets to the amount of 10s or 12s in the pound, irrespective 
of the debt of Messrs Evans and Co., which he put at 
53,0007. Messrs Davies and Co. hold mortgage of premises, 
upon which, however, there appears to be prior liens to some 
amount. A creditor remarked he had heard that the loss 
on Messrs Evans’ debt would not exceed 15s in the pound; 
but this view was considered a sanguine one. A resolution 
was finally passed, that in the opinion of the meeting, steps 
ought to be taken to supersede the proceedings in bankruptcy, 
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Messrs Davies and Co.; and the committee, together with 
the gentlemen proposed as assignees, were directed to com- 
municate, through Mr Fox, with Messrs Davies and Co. on 
the subject. The wish to avoid proceedings in bankruptcy 
was evidently dictated by a fear of the expense, which one 
creditor declared, according to his own experience, was never 
less than from 33 to 50 per cent. of the value of the estate 
to be administered. 





A meeting was also held of the creditors of Messrs 
Evans Brothers, builders and contractors, who recently 
failed. Their liabilities amount to 41,424/, and assets to 
24,9117, The amount due to Messrs Davies and Co., 
bankers, of Shoreditch, for advances made, was stated at 
48,8001. It was also explained that the firmis not ina 
position to make any proposal, the assets representing mostly 
balances on contracts, so that no clear idea can be formed 
of the probable ultimate position of the estate. After some 
discussion, a committee was appointed to examine into the 
affairs of the firm, and to report toa future meeting. There 
is a disposition, however, on the part of some creditors to 
place the estate in the Court of Bankruptcy. 

The recent failures in Brazil have not been confined 
to Rio Janeiro, but have extended up the coast to Bahia 
and Pernambuco, where they have been more numer- 
ous, although not so large in amount. At Bahia, especially, 
the havoc in the dry goods trade has been general, and the 
total suspensions at that port and Pernambuco are variously 
estimated in this year to have amounted from 250,000/ to 
500,000/. ‘The system of fraud which has lately disgraced 
the commercial world elsewhere appears at the same time to 
have developed itself in these localities. An agent at Maceio, 
who has acted on behalf of several English houses in Bahia 
and Pernambuco, has been reporting purchases of produce 
which were never made, and drawing on the parties for the 
pretended cost. In one case a vessel having been sent to 
load with produce which had been advised as being in store, 
found on her arrival at Maceio that no goods existed. The 
actual extent of these delinquencies is not mentioned.

When the dollar 
pieces were first introduced, shortly after the Californian 
discoveries, they were eagerly sought in all quarters, and 
since that period the value of the quantity struck off at the 
various mints has amounted to an aggregate of 3,600,000/. 
But they are now so unpopular from their smallness that they 
pour rapidly back into the hands of the Government collectors, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury has just ordered 600,000/ 
worth to be remelted and converted into double eagles. It 
is expected, therefore, that no more will be issued. They 
are especially annoying, it is said, to the Custom House and 
Sub-Treasury officials, since, whenever any amounts are ex- 
changed, they must be counted one by one, the facility with 
which they can be counterfeited and tampered with rendering 
it unsafe to determine their number by weight. 

It is stated that, including the eastern slope of the Sierra 
Nevada, California has now a white population of about 
700,000, nearly all acquired within twelve years. Before 
the close of the present century—that is within 40 years— 
this total, it is assumed, will have increased to 7,000,000.

All parties contending for mastery in Mexico, |, 
however they disagree in other respects, cordially unite 1n || 
robbing the English bondholders, Church party or Consti- || 
tutionalists, after levying a premium for the safe convoy ot | 
specie, first pocket the premium and then seize the convoy. \ 
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The only hope for the bondholders is, that both parties will 
be exterminated, and the United States seize on the territory. 
The last act of spoliation was the seizure of 1,200,000 dollars 
by the Constitutional General Degollado. The following is 
the reply of the Minister in Mexico to a remonstrance from 


our merchants :— 


Barirish LEGATION in Mexico. 
Mexico, Sept. 26, 1860. 


Gentlemen,—I beg to acknowledge your communication of the 
22nd inst., with respect to the seizure of the conducta by the order 
and sanction of General Degollado. 


I entirely concur in the view you have taken of this scandalous 
act, and it will be my duty to point out to Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment the necessity of anadl responsibility and punishment in 
this, and in all similar cases of outrage. 


In the absence of any report from Mr Glennie, I will merely 
add, in justice to the Constitutional Government at Vera Cruz, 
| that I have received from Senor Emparan a peremptory order from 
| Senor Juarez to General Degollado (which I have already trans- 
mitted) for the restoration of the money, and the formal assurance 
of the repayment of any sums that may be deficient, and of the 
strongest reprobation of General Degollado’s conduct.—I am, &e., 

(Signed) Gsorce W. Maruew. 


Senor Juarez, however, does not hesitate to seize on the 
funds of the bondholders at Vera Cruz. There is no differ- 
ence between them, and it is probable that European 
and we trust American Governments will now interfere.

The show of English wheat at Mark lane, to-day, was limited, 
and mostly in poor condition. ‘ 
steadily, at fully Monday’s prices ; but other kinds met a dull sale,

| beans, peas, and flour realised previous rates, and oats commanded 
6d to 1s per quarter more money. Fair average supplies of fureign 
| produce have arrived this week, viz., 15,680 quarters of wheat ; 
5,010 barley : 14,336 oats; 1,710 sacks and 3,710 barrels of flour.

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cotton market during the week, the total sales amounting to 
111,500 bales, and include 54,500 bales to spinners, 47,000 bales to 
speculators, and 10,000 for export; the quotations for American 
are enhanced }d, those of Surats fully jd per lb. The 
market to-day closes very firm and active; the sales are 15,000 
bales. The American accounts received this week, reporting frost 
in the cotton regions and advancing prices, gave great firmness to 
holders in Liverpool, and produced a lively demand, and more 
particularly on the part of speculators, spinners not having 
operated to a proportionate extent. Unless the damage from the 
frost has been sufficient to curtail the crop very considerably, it 
would seem that in Liverpool prices have advanced to an un- 
warrantable extent. 

The advices just at hand, from America, state that the effects of 
the late storm in the South have not been so serious as was at one 
time anticipated. The chief damage has been sustained by the 
quality, owing to the large quantity of cotton in the fields. 

The public sales of tea held this week have been well attended 
by buyers. Assam parcels have realised an advance of from 1d to 
2d per Ib, and, in some instances, China qualities have slightly 
improved in value. 

A full average business has been passing in all raw sugars, at 
6d to 1s per cwt above last week’s currency. HRefined goods have 
risen 6d per cwt, with a good consumptive inquiry. Letters from 
the Havana, to the 8th ult., state that sugars were selling slowly,

| For the most part, the demand is restricted to smail parcels. The

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 





The accounts from the manufacturing districts, this week, are to 
the effect that rather more business has been done in goods for 
shipment, both to India and China, at full prices. The transactions 
on continental account have been tolerably numerous, and for 
home consumption, the demand is still healthy. In the general 
quotations, no change of moment has taken place, und there is 
no accumulation of supply in the warehouses. ‘The demand for 
iron has been somewhat restricted, and coals have been less active, 
on rather easier terms. 

Mancuester, Nov. 1.—This market has been chiefly influenced 
by the Liverpool cotton market, and the intelligence from India 
and China to-day has had no perceptible effect. Sellers of yarn 
have asked prices impossible of attainment, though, in a few cases, 
+d to 4d per lb has been paid over the rates of last week, especially 
on cop twist and weft for local consumption. ‘Transactions in 
cloths have been to a smaller extent than those in yarns, incon- 
siderable as the latter have been, avd the position of the manufac- 
turer has certainly deteriorated. An advance of 14d per piece 
over the reduced rates of last week has been cursorily obtained on 
China shirtings, but, 2s a rule, buyers hold aloof from extensive 
dealings.
